Washington—Renewed hope has de- 


veloped here that the movement for a 
reduction of naval armament may yet 
succeed. The frank statement by Vis- 
count Cecil that he was out of sym- 
pathy with the British government's 
instructions to him at Geneva which 
he now has made the occasion for res- 
ignation, has produced a favorable re- 
action here. 


Many of those who knew Viscount 


Cecil and his intimate nndei standing 
of the American viewpoint gained on 
visits to America and contact 
with 


American diplomats at Paris were sur- 
prised at some of the speeches he was 
obliged to make at the recent arma- 
ment conference. It didn't sound like 
Viscount Cecil, the man who helped to 
found the league of nations and one of 
the staunchest defenders of America's, 
post-war policy. 
If. therefore, one of the principal | 


delegates to the Armanent conference 
from the nation which was unable to 
accept America's proposals now comes 
out with a criticism of the British 
government's policy, the opportunity 
for-the discussion to be renewed at 
some future date is expected to arise. 
What puzzled American observers was 
that'Britain should exhibit in 1927 an 
attitude toward the problem of limit- 
ing armaments &o different from that 
manifested here in 1921. If there were 
possibilities of 
friction 
between the 


United States and Britain, the reason 
for continued competition 
might be 


understood but the American govern- 
ment sees no reason why the two most 
powerful navies of the world, which 
have out-distanced the other countries, 
should be quarreling about the size of 
vessels of any type. The two navies to- 
gether present the most powerful com- 
bination of armament the world has 
yet-known and in the recent world 
war they cooperated as a unit. 


HELPS UNDERSTANDING 


Viscount Cecil's statement that" Brit- 


tain should have met tho position at 
Geneva without sacrificing British in- 
terests is regarded here as a manly 
and sportsmanlike declaration and will 
go far toward aiding public opinion to 
understand the causes of the 
break 


down. 
The fact that there it, a division of 


opinion abroad on tho armament prob- 
lem will stimulate the American gov- 
ernment to keep up the debate in the 
hope that through diplomatic channels 
some fundamental agreement may yet 
be reached which will make it pos- 
sible to apply a treaty among Britain, 
the United States and Japan. 


Certainly, when congress meets and 


the demand for a larger navy arises to 
•keep pace with Britain the president 
•will find it necessary to hold at bay the 
big navy demand.-, while he tries again 
to economize on American expendi- 
ture by getting an agreement to limit 
naval construction.

On 
the witness stand in his trial he ad- 
mitted signing names of other per- 
sons to notes-, but disclaimed any in- 
tent of forccry or wronsdoinc.

.Trooman plan will center upon its pro- 
posal to pay bounties on export farm 
-crops whenever an emergency occurs 
Jin which the farmer doesn't get a

^to give the farmer the benefit of the 
'tariff which he cannot derive so long 


. as he raises a surplus and thus has to 


meet foreign low-price competition.

CECIL AND DISARMAMENT 


The resignation from the Baldwin cab- 


inet of Lord Kohcrt Cecil is an important 
incident in British politico Tn a general 
way his di»«ati«faction with the qove"n- 
mcnt of which he was an' influential pait 
i< due to its reactionary policies 
Lord 


Cecil i« one of the mo.-l liberal of the Con- 
servatives and he has not been in accord 
with the Baldwin ministry, both in 
in- 


ternal and external affairs, for .-ome time. 
Tic has been out of sympathy with the ex- 
treme toryism which followed upon the 
heel? of the labor government. 


Lord Cecil's resignation i- particularly 


interesting: to Americans because he lias 
made it the occasion of criticizing the po- 
sition taken by his government in 
the 


Geneva naval conference. 
lie sa> s he 


.believes that Great Britain made a mis- 
take in not acceding more nearly to the 
views of the United States, and lays the 
responsibility lor failure of the conference 
upon his government. Xot only cloc> he 
regard limitation of armaments as a most 
important question of the day. but he be- 
lieves ''a general reduction and limitation 
of armaments essential to the peace of the 
Avorld. and on that peace depends not only 
the existence of the British empire, but 
even that of European civilization." Th:s 
is the first powerful voice that has come 
out of England in support of the 
broad 


disarmament policy of the United States, 
which holds that armament is relative and 
there is no absolute requirement for a:iy 
nation's defense. In other words. _ if :!:c 
nations generally agree to cut down thc:r 
navies Great Britain can join with them 


EO long as an agreed ratio is maintained. 


The Geneva conference ended with the 


conviction in the United States that Brit- 
ish statesmanship sees both naval 
and 


foreign policy in terms of war rather than 
in terms of peace and that so long as this 
spirit prevails it is useless to attempt to 
reduce burdensome navies. We think en- 
lightened public opinion everywhere will 
indorse Lord Cecil's views and that only 
those short-sighted politicians who have 
been so long schooled in the maintenance 
of national prestige by military display 
and force are opposed. 
The men who 


are directing the fortunes of European 
governments today must assume a tre- 
mendous responsibility because v.'hat 
they are now doing will determine wheth- 
er there is to be peace or war. 


Lord Cecil sees the issue clearly and 


boldly. He supports an international atti- 
tude that will substitute confidence 
for 


suspicion, understanding for 
prejudice 


and reason for intrigue. Instead of being 
afraid of disarmament, he holds it to be 
essential to the very existence of his 
country and to European civilization. \Ye 
think his opinion, while it will be con- 
demned by his confreres, will be vindicat- 
ed and that it expresses the kind of states- 
manship which alone can 
transform 


Europe from insecurity and strife to se- 
curity and tranquility. 
What Europe 


needs is a reign of rational liberalism, but 
it does not seem to be at hand. 
At any 


rale, it is some satisfaction to America to 
have its disarmament policies upheld by 
so powerful an advocate arid able a 
logician as Lord Robert Cecil.

specialists, but to -date no official iccojynition has 
lyen accorded the field of disease of circulatory or- 
gans as a specialty. Other Internists are truly spe- 
oai'sts in diseases of the digestive organs, but the;, 
too. must designate' themselves only as "internists" 
if they announce themselves as specialists at all.

Not only have the great beauties of 
history, taken as an 
average, not 


been dumb but they have been above 
the average in intelligence. 


AVhile the proof advanced by Mr. 


"VViggam is very impressive. I admit 
that some of it does not strike me as 
very-conclusive. For instance, the ex- 
ample of Lincoln. T-ike 
millions of 


others. I have always been under the 
impression that T_.incoln was a. very 
homely person. Mr. AViggam wrote a 
book to prove that Lincoln was one 
of the handsomest men that ever ap- 
peared in America. This book I have 
not read and I can judge only from 
what the author says about the sub- 
ject In summary in "The Next Age of 
Man."

Where the town docs not pro- 
vide a high school, it is required to 
pay the tuition charged by the cities 
giving the schooling. The cities are per- 
mitted to charge only for the per capi- 
ta cost of instruction which includes 
salaries and teaching supplies but not 
the upkeep of the schools, permanent 
improvement costs, and so on. 


Junior high school and grade • tui- 


tions will not be raised. AVhere districts 
do not provide certain grades for the 
children to attend, they are required 
to pay tuition in the city. Where the
